Strathcona, Nov. 7.—The political 
meeting held bere last night in Ress 
hall was well attended. The Conser- 
yative speakers were Dr. Crang, W ho 
is opposing the Premier, and the Hon. 
John Hall, of Calgary, while the ae 
eral cause was ably upheld by Mr. 
D. Mills, of Strathcona. Dr. aaa 
the fina! speaker, started out with 
an imaginative scene in 1886, in which 
Sir Wilfrid Laurier was the principal 
character. He drifted on to the 
school clause and the autonomy bills. 
He said he had great respect for Mr. 
Rutherford as a citizen, but he con- 
sidered it bis first duty to oppose 
such a policy as the Premier stood 
for and would do so, even if his own 
brother, father, or even the King of 
England, advocated it. The Doctor 
made a fairly good speech, but it 
jacked cohesion and convincing logic. 
Mr. M. D. Mills, who followed him, 
iterally handled the Doctor without 
eloves, and made him change color 
and feel very uncomfortable during 
his castigation. Mr. Mills quoted ex- 


ively from the B. N. A. Act, and 
fro +he Haultain draft bill of 1901. 
and from the Calgary Herald, which
